At the beginning of 
this month it was 14,980. ) And that 
growth will continue for Sofme time. 

It will express itselfin further ex- 
pense to the taxpayer in the next 10 
years aS the children now flooding 
into elementary schools move on to 
the secondary schools:According to 
estimates of the Canadian Education 
Association, the high school enrol- 
ment in Canada by 1964 will be ap- 
proximately double what it is today. 

This is part of the picture of rising 
educational costs. They—will be fur- 
ther increased as Greater Victoria re- 
places old buildings that are obsolete 
and as staffs expand to preside over 
more classrooms. 

Regardless of the manner in which 
those charges are divided by any edu- 
cational finance formula, they will 
have to be met by the taxpayers. 
Possibly the load will not be as-great 
as it appears in total figures, because

We PREMIER MENDES- 
France’s victory in the Na- 


tional Assembly yesterday a major 
barrier to West German rearmament 
was surmounted. The French 
Government was given a substantial 
majority in a vote of confidence 
based on its-foreign policy—specifi- 
cally its support of the treaty re- 
cently initialed in London. 


This-is-not.to say that the settle- 
ment is now assured of success. The 
major debate on the provisions of 
the London agreement is still to 
come before official ratification. But 
if the Premier can retain the support 
ofthe 104 Socialist votes which yes- 
terday endorsed his stand he.should 
be able to overcome the still strong 
opposition to rearmament of West 
Germany. 

Many of the deputies who voted 
“yes” yesterday said they did so re- 
luctantly. There is still marked aver- 
sion in France to any plan that will 
place arms in the hands of the Ger-

wood, dealing not only with . the 
establishment of a forest crop, but 
its protection. Study will also be 
given to improvement in the quality 
and quantity of forest production 
and to the government's responsibil- 
ity in the field. | 

As the various panels proceed with 
their work it is to be expected that | 
some difference of opinion may arise | 
among the foresters. That is nat- | 
ural. But differences, it is safe to 
say, will concern themselves with the 
means by which sustained yield can 
be best practiced.

Jesse’s World Jump Mark 
Soon To Be Broken—Jesse 


NEW YORK (AP) Jesse 
Owens, molder of \the oldest 
of the world track and field 
records, predicted today his 
19-year-old broad jump mark 
will be broken soon. 

“Record breaking comes in 
cycles,” the former Olympic 
star said in an_ interview. 
“This year it was the mile. 
They set their sights on the 
four-minute-mile and once 
somebody ran it everybody 
found out it could be done. 

“The same goes for broad 
jumping. I think we'll come 
up with some boys soon who 
will regularly jump better 
than 25 feet. Then 26 feet. 


And then will be only a 
matter of time before my 
record is broken.” 

Although Owens is confi- 
dent the day will come, it will 
never dim the luster of his 
own greatest day—May 25, 
1935. That afternoon in Ann 
Arbor, Mich., Owens tied the. 
100-yard dash world record 
and set three world marks, 
for the 220-yard dash, for the 
low hurdles and his 26 feet 
84-inch broad jump. 

A year later the lithe negro 
invaded race-conscious Berlin 
for the Olympic games and 
swept the 100° metres, the 200 
metres, the broad jump and

ran on the winning 400-metre 
relay. His jump of 26 feet 
5% inches still stands as the 
Olympic mark and observers 
say he took off a full foot 
early, just to make sure he 
did not foul. 

Now a 41-year-old Chicago 
business man, Owens looks as 
slim and fit as he did in his 
record-setting prime.
